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REMARKS 

Formal Matters: 

Claims 1-27 were examined and rejected. 

By this Amendment, claims 1-18 and 21-27 have been canceled without prejudice, claim 19 has 
been amended to incorporate the limitation of original claim 22. 

Claims 19 and 20 are pending after entry of the amendments set forth herein. 

Rejections Under $103 

Claims 1-27 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Elander (U.S. 
Patent No. 4,500,750) in view of Obashi (U.S. Patent No. 5,761,309). 

As claims 1-18 and 21-27 have been canceled, the rejection with respect to these claims has been 
made moot. 

With respect to claim 19, the Examiner states that Elander discloses a method for 
authentification of a user involving the use of cyclic redundancy values. This is simply not the case. 
Elander is directed to encryption and not cyclic redundancy values which having nothing to do with 
encryption. Obashi fails to make up for the deficiencies of Elander. Accordingly, claim 19 and claim 
20 which is dependent thereon, are patentable in view of Elander and Obashi, either alone or in 
combination.
